rights, privileges and franchises now held by this Company.

The Board of the Austin Public Schoole at a special meeting held this day,
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requéested me to formally petition your honorabtle body to call an electlion for the
purpose of pubmitting to the citizens of Auastin, who are tax payers, the queption
of issuing school bonds in the amount of $300,000.00. At the proper timne, it is
our purpose to inform the people as definitely as possible of the contemplated
expenditures of the proceeds of tnie bond issue,

At an informal meeting with your body last week, we tentatively put before
you the following present needs of the schools:

The above figures, you will understand, are estimates but these estimates
have been made after consulting the various contracts entered into by the Board
of Trustees several years ago.

Councilman Steck moved that the above request of the School Board be
approved and accepted. Motion was seconded by Councilman Uueller and same pre-
valled by the following vote: Ayes, Mayor McFadden, Councilmen Mueller, Pannell,
and Steck, 4; nays, none, Councilman Reed abgent.

J. B. Thomas presented to the Council the following communication from the

Texas Power & light Company:

"Dallas,Texaq, March 27, 1928,

To the Mayor and City Counell,
Austin, Texas.

Gentlemen:

Through the public press I am advised that on March 1, 1928, the City
Councll passed a resolution demanding that the Austin Dam, Inc. proceecd to the
completion of the dam on the Colorado River, in accordance with the contract
between the city and William D. Johnson and his assigns, and notifying the
Company that upon failure or refusal within thirty days therefrom, to proceed
to the performance of the contract, or %o satisfy the city of itg abllity and
willingness to perform within & reasonable time, that the City Attorney of the
City of Austin would institute proceedings in & proper court for the purpose of
annulling and setting aside all rights and privileges granted to Johnson and
assigne, etec.

As you know, for the last several years the Texas Power and Light Company,
through lts interconnected transmisslon system, kas been supplying and distribut-
ing eleotric energy in towns in the lmmedleate vicinity of Austin.

In the swamer of 1925 the Texas Power & Lirht Company began making planse
for the extension of its tranemiesion lines from Taylor along the I&GN Ralilroad
to San Marcos, thcre to connect with its lines which extend from a point near
New Braunfels through Llockhart, Bastrop end Zliin <o Taylor, thus making 2 loop,
and providing at euch point for a most effective and desiruble interconnectinn
with the transmission system end electric gencratings facllities of the San Antonio
Public Service Company.

Knowing that tals line would run near the city »f Aastin, and tzat the -
Companry would be called upon <o serve businesgs, if not within tne c¢ity limits, P
edjacent therets, conslderation was giver to tne possitility of interconnecting .
tne municlpally owned power and light plan+t of the City of Adstin wizh the L
Compary's transmission csysten. .

Surveys made Ly our company engineers at that time showed conclusively
+hat & cubstantial and continued saving to the City of Austin in the cost of itse
power would rerult, and thet such 2 connectinsn would not in any way interfere
with the City'e ¢ontrol of the rautes and service furnished to izs patroas.
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On investigation it became apparent that no progress could be made in nego-
tiations with the City of Austin with roference to guch a ¢onnecetion unlens provieion
was made for the rehabilitation of the Austin Dam on the Colorado River, and, particu-
larly, unless - through reconstruction of the dam - a lake would be oreated and
maintained which would be avallable to the citizens of Austin for recreational pur-

poseas.

Upon further investigation it was found that the rights, privileges and fran-
c¢hises granted to Willlam D. Johnson and assigns, in consideration of an obligatinn
to reconstruct the dam and to install certain hydro electrie equipment, were valid
and outstanding, and were owned and held by the Austin Dam, Inc.

Feeling that the Texas Power & ‘Light Company was in a position to supply to the
City of Austin all of the electric power and energy that would be required for the
operation of ite electric distribution system &t less than it would oost the City to
provide such power and energy through the maintenance and operation of its ateam
electric generating station, and, at the same time, through a reconstruction of the
dam and appurtenances could generate such electric power and energy, if made available
t0 its electric transmission system, as would Justify it in undertaking to rehabilitate
the dam, and to oreate and maintain the lake, I urged the representatives of the City
of Austin to acquire the properties and rights of the Austin Dam, Inec.

After considerable discussion, I was adviged by the City's representatives that
the City was not in a financial position to acquire such properties and rights, and
that an attenpt to cancel or annul such rights would mean a long, drawn-out law suit

in which nothing would be accomplisghed.

Under these ciroumstances, and in order that the necotiations be<ween the com-
pany and the ¢ity might proceed along these lines, the City's representatives suggest-
ed that the company either purchase,or secure an option to purchase, the rights,
privileges and franchises owned and held by the Austin Dam, Inc. For this purpose,
the Texas Power & Light Company at a substantial cost and expenge to iteelf, did
securs an option from the Austin Dam, Inc. for & limited time to purchase the proper-
ties and rights, and by extension from time to time kept it in full force and effect.

Izmediately after securing the option from the Austin Dam, Inc. the Company,
with a corps of trained engineers, began and pursued an intensive study of the dam,
structures and appurtenances, and of all available data relating to the flow of the
Colorado River, with the view of submitting to the Oity's representatives the best
plan for the rehabilitation of the dam, and the supply of such electric power and
energy as would be required.

After muchk discussion and negotiution, and a favorable report by a joint cou=
mittee appointed by the City and the Chanber of Commerce, an agreement was Teached
with your predecessors which was embodied in an ordinance finally passed on June 30,
1926, subjeot to acceptance by this company; but soon after your election and qualifi-
cation, and before the ordinance was accepted, & request was made of this Conpany
that it withdraw ite proposel, and an ordinance was passed repealing the former
ordinance, with the verbal agsurance that as soon &s the new Council was organized
and ready to consider such matters, negotiations would be regumed in an effort te work
out a more saetiefactory arrangement along the general lines embodied in the original

ordinance.

Thege negotiations were resumed, but one delay after another ensued until the
option which had been secured, and twice renewed, was about to expire.

Prior to the passage of said ordinance your predecessors employed electrical
engineers to study this Company's proposal, and to advise them as to what disposition
should be made thereof; and it was upon the recommendation of these engineera that the
ordinance was passed.

After your resumption of negotiations, distinguished engineers were enmployed by
the City to again study the proposal and to make recommendations; and with certain
qualifications, which, in the main, my Company has indicnted a willingness to accept,
they, too, advised its acceptance.

During the latter part of the negotiations reports became current that certain
improvements might be made on the Coloradc River above the dam which might enhance <he
value of the dam, in that the power and energy which could be developed therefrom
would be increased. While these reports were very indefinite, the representatives of
my Company promptly assured the representatives of tre City of thelir willingneas to
insert in any contract that might te made by the Coampany with the c¢city a provieion
under which the city should participate in any such benefits on a fair and equitacle
basis. Inaszuch as 1t was Xnown that such improvements could not be conpleted within
less than a five year period, end inasmuch as the contract already contalned a pro-
vision that at five year intervals tne rates prescriced should te subject to readjust-
ment, 80 &s to maxe them fair alike to both partiec, the suggested provision wus hardly
necessary, as, manifestly, under the rate adjustment provislon, tne city could and
would have taken advantage of any suck benefits through a reductiorn in rates.

Tne propoesal submit<ted to t-e City 57 Austin by my company 1s cased upon the
f0llowins fundamentel concepts, the soundnegs of wrnich 1+ 1s belleved cmn be acundantly
demonstrated to the satisfaction of yourselves and of the entire citizengnip of

Aastin:

1. Szle by the Texas Power & Light Company of electric power ard
energy to the City of Austin at & total cost substiantially less,
over any reasonasle period, tran the total cost to the City of
supplying such power and energy through its own generasting plant
and system.
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2. Aamsurance that the present generating stution,
distridbution ecyetem and market of the City of
Auetin would be kept intact, and that the gen-
erating station and equipment would be so main-
tained that at the end of the contract period
i1t c¢ould and would be returned to the city in
good working order and condition.

3. Relief to the City of Austin from the immediate
necessity of providing approximately $500,000.00

for extenslons and improvementis to its generating
statlion and equipment.

4., Rehabilitatlion of the Austin Dam to the 160 foot
elevation with the ald of the best engineering
skill and resources avallable to make it & per-
manent and useful structure, so as to provide a

lake, with a reasonably constant water level,which
would be available to the citizeng of Austin for

recreational purposes.
In this oonnectlion it might be well teo call
your attention to the fact that in its oripinel
proposal the Company secured the right to draw
down & maximum of 18 feet, as was provided in the
Johngon contract, but that on having it ezlled to
the attention by the city's engineers, Thompson and
Kenny, tkhat this would result in draining the lake,
and the company readlily agreed that thig provision
could be modified,
5. 4 provigion in the contract that rates should be
readjusted a8t five year intervals, whereby the City
of Austin would, throughout the contract periocd, be in
position to share in the reduction of coste of generating
electric power resulting from the company's frequent ;
installation on its transmigeion system of the best,most :
modern and most economical generating equipment which :
the art afforded, and the further benefit of its skill ;
and resources in producing the bulk of its energy at the
most opportune and economical point throughout the wide
aree in Texas which its transmission system traverses.

It is confidently submitted that with such an agreement in force, under any
conditions which can be foreseen, the City ofiustin would be in far better position
to participmate in economies in the cost of fuel and other expenge which enter inte
the cost of generating electric energy, (including the benefit of system inter-
connection and large quantity production) than it ¢ould be if it continued to
operate its own plant and equipment.

The Oity'of Aupgtin could not, on its own account,afford, under existing
conditions, nor under any that could be reascnably anticipated, to reconstruct
and operate the Austin dam. The dam and structures are in a dangerous and in-
gecure conditlon, and if they continue in that conditlon are likely to be lost
at any time through floods or other natural causes, and even 1f reconstructed,
maintained and operated In the most skillful manner, the probability of loss
through floods or other causes would create a hazard that no municipality should
want to assume.,

In all discuseion of this subject it was understood and assumed by all
parties that the completion of the Austin dam in accordance with the Johnsgon
contract was voth impracticable and undesgiratle from every sgtandpoint, but thet
it was practicatvle and desiravle to 80 modify that c¢cntract as to provide for
the reconstruction and rehabilitation of the Austin dam, and t¢ supply to the
City of Austin, from the compeny's interconnected transmission system, at
reascnavlie and proper rates, such electric power and energy as the clty requires
for the operation of 1ts distribution systemn.

On or abtout the first day of January, 128, my compeny was advised that the
Austin Dar, Inc. was in serious financial difficulties, which made 1t not only
impossible for it to complete <he dem, but, alsc, likely that my company would

lose the substantial sum of money which it had expended in acquiring and extend-

ing the option, and in investigating and studying the best and most practicatle
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meane of rchavilitating the dam, with the more serious conseyuences that the dam
would be lost through abandonment and neglect.

Feeling that the interest of the City of Austin would be best served by such
a cvurse, my ocompany was instruamental in having the 3stoc« of ihe Auciin Dam, Inc.
acquired by friendly interests both able and willing to cooperate with my company
and with the City in working out & just and practicable plan for the rehabilitation
of the dam.

The Texas Power & Light Company is not the owner of the properties, and has
no interest therein, save and except through its option t2 purchase, and aassumes
no responsibllity for the performance of the Johnson contract. Yet, it is in
position to assiet, and to co-operate with the owners of said properties along
constructive lines, and with the City of Austin, looking toward the rehabilitation
of the dam, and the supply to the City of Austin of its requirements for electric
power oand energy. in view of this statement, it seems to me that it should be
assumed that in securing and retaining its option to purchase, and in inducing the
purchase of sald rights and properties by friendly interests with which it can
co-operate, this Company did not intend, and does not now intend, to embarrass the
City of Augtin in any effort that it might make to rehablilitate the dam and to
gecure an adequate power supply.

If it should, therefore, appear that this can be done throughk others to
better advantage than through this company, the Texae Power & Light Company stands
reedy and willing, upon being presented within a reasgonable time, not to exceed
gix months from date, with evidence that a bona fide offer has been made to the
City of Austin by responsible parties to rehablilitate said dam, and to supply its
requirements for electric power and energy on more favoreble termg to the city
than this company hae made or is willing to make, it will exercise its option and
transfer, or cause¢ to be transferred, to the City, or its nominee, all of the
properties, rights and privileges now held by the Austin Dam, Inc. upon the
payment in cash to this Company of a sum equivalent to all expenditures made by it
in securing gaid option, and the various extensions thereof, and in investigating
said project, including the purchase price specified in said option.

Only the purchase of said rights and privileges by friendly interests
rendered this veluntary proposal possitle, as all optlonsg theretofore held were
. nen~assignable, and the proposal ic made as an evidence of this company's good
faith, and of its firm gonviction that the proximity and relation of its inter=-
connected system to the glty of Austin is such that it can and will co-operate
with the city on more favorable terms than any other party or interest.

While, as stated above, this company assumes no responsibility for the conm=- .
pletion of the dam in accordance with the Johnson contract, and from the intensive
investigation and study made by its engineers since its option was first acquired,
ag well ae from the numerous discussions which have taken place between yourselves
and predecegsors, has not deemed that 1t would be either practicable or degirable

to complete said dam in accordance with the Johnson contract, yet, in view of the
large expenditures in connection with securing said option, and keeping it in fozxce,
and in making its inveetigations and conducting the negotiations, the company stands
ready to re-examine the project with that end in view, and to consider any reason-
able plan whick you may submit for their completion.

Becauge of the substantlial obstacles to be surmounted, the many difficulties
to be overcome in completing said project, the understanding and agreement that
existed at the time the option was taken, that their completion according to the
Johnson contract was neither practicatle or desirable, it is respectfully sub-
mitted that vour demand that the Austin Dam, Ine. proceed within thirty days to the
specific performance of the Johnson contract, is, in the light of the existing
circumstances, unreagonable, if not actually teyond the possibility of fulfillment,
and that said resolution should be rescinded; and, in any event that the thirty
day period should be extended for such rescoratle time as would enable all parties
concerned to worx out a plan that would be to treir mutual advantage.
